To-morrow the states will be counted 
in alphabetical snuecession, and this 
will bring up Florida without much 
delay ; for no serious question will be 
raised over the votes of Alabama, Ar- 
kansas, Calilornia, Colorado, Connec- 
ticut or Delaware. As the flowery 
state is equip; éd with double returns 
her case will quickly go te Judge Cliif- 
ford’s court; arid this will bring up 
the question, must the count stand 
still until the Florida case is finally 
disposed of? or can the senate go on 
with undisputed states while the com- 
mission is considering the knotty case? 
The bill is not very clear on this 
point; but the opinion preveils 
that Florida’s vote must first be 
counted or thrown out before the 
certificate from the eighth  siate 
can be opened. Some hold 
that unanimous consent would suffice 
to let the count of undisputed states 
proceed. As we read the law, however, 
the count can only go on alphabetically, 
which means of course a tedious count. 
It will be however a peaceable one, 
under the limitations of law instead of 
bayonets. 


It is perhaps best that Florida should 
be _pounted firet. HM the commission 
awards her votes to Tilden that settles 
the whole matter. On the other hand 
if Florida and Louisiana are awarded 
to Hayes, the issue turns upon the vote 
of far-dway Oregon. Ajogether 
we bélieve an orderly count can best 
be had by adhéring to the strict letter 
of the new law; which calls for a decis- 
ion of the Florida case before the next 
vote in alphabetical order 1s taken up.

mittee goes to show that the head of the 
domestic department is incapable by 
reason of his cultivation and training of 
performing the duties required by his 
office. He is not educated in the mute 
language, and is thus unable to give 
the pupils with whom he is brought in 
contact that instruction which would 
seem to be necessary in such an insti- 
tution. 

There seems, also, to have been 
considerable extravagance in the in- 
stitution. A few vears since, when 
the average attendance of stuiente 
was over sixty, and when every class 
of supplies was higher than for a year 
past, the appropriation for the support 
of the institution was fourteen thou- 
sand dollars. During the past year, 
the average attendance has been forty- 
three pupils, and the appropriation 
amounted to sixteen thousund five 
hundred dollars. 

The published report of the steward 
for the year ending July Ist, 1876, 


shows the following disbursements: 
Flour purchased 20 777 pounds 
Bacon and beef .16.5.0 pounds

This case came before the court be- 
low on an affidavit of illegality t:: an ex- 
ecution issued against the Aétlctant 
which was, by agréement of the parties, 
submitted tothe consideration and jud- 
ment'of the court without the inter- 
vention of a jury. The conrt overru'ed 
the grounds of illegality taken by the 
defendant im his affidavit.” Whereupon 
the defendant excepted, The grounds 
of illegality alleged by the defendant 
in his affidavit were: That °on the 2d 
of Decempbe, 1873, he entered into an 
agreement, in writing, with the plain- 
tiff’s attorney, ‘which was entered on 
the execution and sigued by the ‘par- 
tics as follows: “It is agreed between 
the parties tha’, upon the payment of 
one hundred do.lars on or before the 
lirst day of January next,’ and one 
hundred dollars on or before the first 
day of January, 1875, this fi fa and the 
judgment upon which ft issned, shall 
be considered as settled, paid off and 
discharged ;” that after w: ards, on the 
l6th day of December, 1873, the de- 
fendant was «djudicated a bankrupt, 
and that on the tenth of November, 
i874 he obtained bis final discharye in 
bankrup‘cy from all his debts and lia- 
bilities; tiiat the land levied on was set 
apart to him as a homestead exemption 
under the provisions of law of force in 
this state in 1864,and that heis entitled 
to seventy acres of tne lands levied on, 
together with the dwelling house and 
improvements, not exceeding two hun- 
dred do!lars in value, as a homestead 
ior himself and minor children, and 
that the judgment on which said exe- 
cution issued was dormant ‘The ju‘lg- 
menton which the execution issued 
was obtained, 30th of December, 1560, 
and was therefore a lien on the defen- 
dant’s property,and although he prow- 
ised to discharge that lien by the pay- 
mentof the two hundred dollars ‘as 
specified in his agreement, sti: be did 
not doso by the payimentof the money, 
and it was not discharged by his yoing 
into bankruptcy, the plaintiff not hav- 
ing proved his judgment debt in the 
baukrupt court. The’ execntiou 
was levied ontwo lots of land as the 
property of the defendant, 
0.1 tue 6th ot April; 1876, 
and it is notalleged that the seventy 
acres of land levied on, including the 
dwelling house, to which he claims to 
be entiiled tu as a homestead exemp- 
tion, has ever been laid off and designa- 
ted «8 his homesiead exemption. ‘I'he 
statute of limilatious having been sus- 
pended until the 2lst of July, 1868, it 
did not commence running against the 
plaintifl’s jadgment before that date, 
«nd seven years had not elapsed from 
’ that ume to the date of the agreement 

:ntered on the execuvion and signed by 
the parties, as before mentioned. As 
between the parties therselves, that 
egreemeni, entered on the execution 
and signed by them, was °i.ch a recog- 
nition of the validity of iue execution 
as would prevent it fron, being consid 
ered as dormant by the court. If the 
pai ties —piaintiil, aud defendant—re- 

coguized tue execution as a valid sub- 
sisting execution, on the 2d of De- 
cember, 1873, surely the coart ougt to 
have decreed so.
